THE AMERICAN BGURBON. 


A Letter ito tn Hr. PerMine, Bx-United 
States Consul in Spaln—TMe Jesuits 
Accused or Perseentinc Him. 
The foUowing letter irom Mr. Charles Allen 
Perkins, who m arried a niece of Queen Isa­ 
bella Of Spain, bas been given for pnblloatlon, and 
wlU be found Interesting to m any readers who re ­ 
m em ber hiB recent troubles in Parts:— 
Paris, sept. 27. 1874 
I received yonr letter, w ith an ex tra ct from the 
Nxw Yobx Hkbald. Tbe new apapera have m ade 
capital o at of my trouble on account of my rela­ 
tionship w ith the Queen and the Bouroona. The 
whole affair baa been brought out here to attack 
tnem , and partakes m ore of a political n atu re tban 
anything else. The Queen prom ised to pay tbe 
hotel b iu -o h e prom ised It to m e and to th e vicioua 
landlady. The consequence was we aUowed It to 
Increase Oil one fine day two p n ests, confessors of 
the landlady, were sen t to see the Qneen and re­ 
ceive the pay. Her Majesty consented a t d n t, and 
all went on finely; but, strange to aay, tbe tw o 
priests got into a quarrel, which resnlted in tho 
Queen’s refusing to have anything to do with the 
affair. These tw o holy m en had advanced m oney 
to their friend, the landlady, and they were n o t to 
be done for w itnont a stru g g le; so they laid a plot 
to lay hands upon the Queen’s niece, my wife, and 
me In such a way aa to force h er to pay. Since tm- 
priaonm ent for debt has been aboUsbed th ere is no 
way of holding a debtor except by en terin g a crim ­ 
inal com plaint before a m agistrate th at the credit 
was given on account of representsU ona which are 
no t trae. It was not dlfflcnlt, therefore, to hatch np 
and give a forced interpretation to every word 
spoken rcspeuUng money, in terest and baslnesa, 
projected and unprojected. 
The com plaint' waa 
prepared and entered ten days before my wife’s 
confinem ent, th e chosen m om ent to create dis­ 
tress and call in relief. 
’Twas a cruel th in g ; but 
When woman’s anger la aroused and inflam ed by 
ooniesaors any crim e m ay be looked for. 
Tbe surprise was tbe g reater as she bad never a t 
any time said th at we had deceived her. and we 
were, therefore, as ansuapectlng of treachery aa 
children. 
She declares In her com plaint to the Judge as a 
principal reason for laying it, th a t she hopes to 
torce the intervention of my wife’s family. 
A republican police court was happy to bring 
my wife’s nam e before them and bespatter the 
Bourbons. They acquitted my wife, and I shonld 
have been served tbe sam e if I liad been able a t 
once to pay the enemy tb e enorm ity of her blU. I 
am passing through several courts, and am prom ­ 
ised an nonorable acquittal. On account of my 
sensitive nature, 1 have suffered all the torm ents 
of the Infernal region. My wife Is well, and, 
strange to say, th at tbe happiness created by the 
possession of tw o children (boys) m akes ner gay 
and forgetlul of tbe nasty storm which has fallen 
upon ns. She comes dally and passes an hour 
with me and her nurse and children. 
The m oral suffering baa partly Babal*Ied. 
Physi­ 
cally I can’t complain, for the trea tm e n t of p er­ 
sons like me Is mild. I have nothing to do but to 
read and ea t all I wish to order, w ith tw o hours’ 
walk alone. 1 fear most of all God, and after Him 
I fear the m an who docs not lear Him. I suffered 
dreadfully at the tUuoght of the pain this new s 
would give you. 
As for being guilty of any crim e yon would never 
believe It. No one th at knows me would bcUcvc 
It, and no court of justice will over prove It. 
My life, m ore than another’s, appears Oiled with 
adventure and accidents unavoidable. 
1 place my 
tru st more than ever in Him who governs the uni- 
verse, and who will give me an im partial judg­ 
m ent for life to comc. It is sad to lose the esteem 
of m an, b at alter all I may be better in this world 
and the future for the pain inflicted upon me now. 
It may be a consolation for you to know th a t I 
am not the only nnlucky man, and th at my com- 
pany docs not consist of robbers and assaaslns. 
Por In su n ce, the rooms Joining mine are occupied 
by persons of distinction. In one Is the Prince 
Suzzo; snother, the Baron Bollleau, who m arried 
the sister of Mrs. General Frcm ent, and was many 
years French Consul In America, condem ned fur 
th ree y ears; then there ts tbe late P resident of 
tbe Republic of S w itzerland; then comes the sun 
of a P ro tc s u n t m inister, then a priest, 4o. 
The law yer employed to develop this scandal 
against ns U the noted crim inal lawyer of Prance, 
the one lately employed to defend Marshal Ba- 
ealne, who surrendered Metz during the late war. 
Ills nam e ia Lactiaud, a sto u t bag of vulgarity, 
which he blows off a t will m a court of justice. 
He possesses really no m erit and less good m an- 
ners. I am obliged to give these details In order 
th at you may understand th e im portance given to 
a case wulch should have commruc.cd a civil suit 
and not a crim inal one.

■ult ag ain st the Queen. 
It was proved in the trial th a t the author of the 
com plaint is th e Jesu it confessor, who, with his 
coreligionist, a t tb e second visit to the Queen, at- 
te m p te d » bully Her Majesty.

His theory of 
editing was tnat the people “loved bravoA” *nd 
accordingly he managed to quarrel with all bU 
aasoclates. In 1844 he came to New York and as­ 
sociated htmsell with Mr. Willla on the Some

Abont this time he 
published “The Raven." and when, the editor of 
tbe Journal, Mr, Stoddard, made hu acqnalntance

In 1846 he removed to Fordham and lived in a 
im le cottage on the hiU, which stiU siandA

In thu year he vuued Richmond.

old boon companions and was overcome by the 
old temptation, being obliged to ask lor charity as 
a means ot reaciiing Rlctiuiond.”

“He starred from Richmond on the 2d or 3d of 
Oetooer, 184W. He arrived at Baltimore saiely, 
but, between trams, unfortunatelT took a drink 
with a frleud, the consequence of which was 
that he was brougnt back irom Uavre-de Grace in 
a state of delirium. It was tbe eve ol an exciting 
municipal election, and as tie wandered up and 
down me Bireeu oi Baltimore he was seized by 
the lawless agents of some political club aud shut 
up ail uignt in a cellar. The next morning na 
was taken out in a state of irenzy, drugged, and 
i made to vote In eleven different wards. The lol- 
' lowing day he was lound in a back room of apollii- 
' cal headquarters and removed to a bospitaL He was 
inseusibie wnen lonnd. and remained so until 
i bonday morning, October 7.

The funeral was attended 
by a cousin, a member of the Baltimore Bur, a 
ciABsmate, and a Methodist minister, a relative by 
mariiage. The spot onosen for bis grave waa 
near mat ot tus grandiather.

ject has been ably discussed by the ArohhUbop of 
Baium ore I cannot refuse to comply wlto y onr 
courteous communlcaUon to the very few m o­ 
m enta at my disposal. 
1 attended each and all toe aessteng a t toe Ecu­ 
m enical CouncU to Rome bearing on the quesUon 
of Papal infam billty. 
To the best of my recollec­ 
tion there w ere twenty-five seaslona devoted to 
tb e infam billty subject, at which 128 p re u te s 
■poke, besides 100 o th er bUbops who docUned to 
■peak in pnbUc, bnt handed In th eir w ritten 
obMrvatloDS. 
WhUe some of tbe speakers were opposed to toe 
deflnlUon as being, to toelr estim ation, Inex­ 
pedient or nnneceseary, not one of the bUbops re- 
aU ted tbe definition on the ground tb at It wonld 
to toe allghtesi degree alter the relations extoUng 
betw een the tem poral and spiritual power. 
W hatever Mr. Gladstone may say to the con­ 
trary. the very wording of the definition strictly 
conflnea tbe Papal prerogative to faith and m orals. 
The Pope does n o t wield to 1874 one jo t m ore 
pow er than he did to 1774 and in 104. In every 
age Of the Ohnrch he eas exercU ed to e preroga­ 
tive or toialllbm ty. Pope Innocent L exercised it 
in the fifth century in condem ning the Pelagian 
heresy, and so did Gregory XL in the fo nneeuto 
century, aad innocent X. in the seventeenth and 
tne present Pontiff m 1884, when be defined toe 
degm a of toe Im m aculate Oonceptton. 
Hence toe CouncU of toe Vaucan, to prom ul­ 
gating to 1870 tbe Pope's InfaUibiilty, did n o t cre­ 
ate a new doctrine, b at confirmed an old one. In 
proclaim ing thU dogm a tbe ConneU givea the 
sancUon of a law to a principle always existing me 
a m atter of fact. 
1 m ay illnstrato this by referring to our Suprem e 
Court a t W aahlngtou. Wneu U decides a cousU- 
tuttonal question, Its decision, thongh embodying 
a new lorm of worda, cannot be called a new doc­ 
trine, becauM tbe Judgm ent la based on tbe letter 
and sp irit of the oonaUtuUen. So when tbo C harch 
IsBoes a new dogm a of latth, th at decree la nothing 
m ore than a new form of expressing an old doc­ 
trine, becanse tbe decision m oat be draw n firom 
the revealed w ord of God, and based upon toe 
ecn stam tradlU on of tbe Church. 
Tne course pursued by the Church regarding 
Papal InfaUlbUlty was practised by her 1,800 years 
ago in reierence to the divinity of Jesus Christ. 
Onr Savlonr was acknowledged to be God from 
the beglnm ng ol the Church. Yet Hla dlvtolty 
was not formaUy defined tUl toe Council of Nice 
to toe tourth ce n tu ry ; and it would n o t have 
been defined then bad it not been denied by 
Arlua. Nor would sbe have defined th e tofalUbUlty 
or P eter’s snceesaor in 1870 If th at tru th bad not 
been called to question by m odern Galileans. 
As the Council of Nice added nothing to tbe 
pow er ol C hnst, n eiin er did the Council of th e 
V atican add anything to the prerogattvea of th e 
Pope. 
AS to w hether reUglona and civil liberty wiU 
suffer any d etrim en t irom toe CathoUc Ctanrcb, we 
can appeal with confidence to toe past, especially 
to toe history of our own country. 
The sam e sp irit still anim ates and always wiU 
anim ate toe Catholic church tb at dictated the 
m em orable decree which 
was 
passed by toe 
General Assembly of 
Catholics (Marylaaa) to 
1C4#:—“No person w hatsoever within this province, 
professing to believe to Jesns Christ, shall from 
henceforth be anyw ays tronbled or m olested lor 
his or her religion, or m tbe free exercise thereof, 
or any way compelled to tbe belief or exercise of 
aay other religion against hia or her consent.” 
Tuey love a cause beat who suffer lor It m ost. 
We have snffered too mnch to the sacred cause 
of liberty to raise onr hands against It. It is for 
the principle of religions Uberty th at the Bishop of 
Geneva is In exUe and the Bishops or Germany are 
langnlshing in prison. 
It Is very singular th a t while Mr. Gladstone has 
n o t a word to say In conde m nation of the actual 
tyranny of Bismarck, be is trem bling a t the im­ 
aginary tyranny of the Pope. It Is equally strange 
th a t tbe ex-Prem ler did not discover the fatal 
tendency of tne Vatican decree lor lour years after 
It was fram ed, and n o t an til after bis M inisterial 
defeat, an d had he rem ained In office tbe world 
would never have seen bis famous pam phlet.

T hs eooentrioities of m odem scientists are 
very interesting as signs of the tim es and 
as illustrations of the absolnte freedom of 
thought in the nineteenth century. 
W ith no 
restraint whatever these intellectual free lances 
roam the planet, ready to tilt w ith any adver­ 
sary, and so eager to draw the sword oi an 
undaunted logic th at it makes little difference 
whether their opponent is a superannuated 
superstition, which is unhorsed at the first 
onset, or a m ature faith, against whose coat of 
mail they dull the edge of their Damascus 
blades. 
Science is like Adm irable Crichton 
in the comeliness and fascination of its person 
and in the reckless willingness with which it 
enters a controversy or a tournam ent 
Strong 
iu its confidence in its ow n logic and power 
it has become of late years fanatical and im­ 
patient of all tradition, and so com pletely 
iconoclastic that it would clear the Church 
universal of its present objects of faith aud 
substituto facts for God. 
Token in all their baldness, and without 
th at 
circum locution 
which 
covers 
their 
shonldeiB w ith 
the 
purple 
of 
eloquent 
rhetoric, the fimts which we are expected to 
receive in the stead of religion are exceed­ 
ingly amusing. 
Mr. Tyndall, for instance, 
having tried to weigh the m ystery of prayer in 
bis balances and found it imponderable, con­ 
cludes th at it has no more value than a 
dream ; that it is, a t best, only an act of self- 
magnetism, 
and, 
therefore, 
practically a 
m yth, a delusion, which ought to be exploded 
in the name of scientific truth. 
I f the world 
is unwilling to discoutinue its daily petitions 
on the strength of his ipse dixit he proposes 
to try an experim ent—namely, to open the 
sluiceway of the world’s vocabulary and see 
whether the stream will or will not turu God’s 
miU. 
In a word, he proposes to summ on 
the Almighty to the bar of a scientific cross- 
examination, au d ,u n l.ss the questions p u t are 
answered prom ptly 
and according to the 
technical knowledge of the counsel, the func­ 
tion of prayer is to be dduounced as a de­ 
lusion, and the act of prayer is, in legal 
phrase, to cease and determine. 
In like m anner Mr. Huxley disposes of hu­ 
m an accountability as being sim ply the dif­ 
ferent phases of a disease. 
A m an is a con­ 
course of fortuitous atoms, and is virtuous or 
vicious according to the degree of internal 
inflamnoatioo. 
He is a very cunningly con­ 
trived -n o , not contrived, because contrivance 
proves personal a u th o rsh ip -a very curious 
coujunctiou of particles, a sort of chemical 
compound that takes its only color and com­ 
plexion from surrounding circumstances, a 
kind of chameleon, which, clinging to a church 
steeple, becomes religious, and, living in a 
shanty, becomes b ru ta l 
That is the sum 
total of manhood. 
Such a statem ent as this 
involves a change in the whole economy of 
society of course. 
Instead of prisons we 
ought to have hospitals, in which the molecu­ 
lar forces can be coaxed iuto th at coniunc- 
tion which is virtue, and instead of sermons 
we ought to have m edicine. 
Paregoric, and 
not theology, is the moving energy of the 
world, 
A m urdcrer is a clock w ith the m ain­ 
spring broken, and a drunkard is an engine 
whose regulator is out of order. 
Both should 
be sent to the m echanic for repair, and not to 
the Protestant or Catholic confessional for 
help. 
As though these two were not enough to 
effect the general destruction of faith Mr. 
Mill, in a work on religion, which, for good 
and sufficient reasons, be did not care to have 
published until he bad been laid under the 
sod, opens a running fire along the whole line 
of popular belief, as if he expected that 
all the creeds of history would soon follow 
him to the grave. 
It is a very sad fact that 
m ankind has ever built a church, and has 
been so weak, intellectually, as to be tempted 
into credence in a revelation, a m iracle or a 
personal God. 
B ut he consolea him self with 
the fervent hope th at the spirit of progress, 
like the India-rubber end of a pencil, will 
erase such follies, and fill up the blank thus 
caused with science, m etaphysics and psy­ 
chology. 
T hat a small class of the comm unity will be 
affected hy these vagaries none will deny. 
There is in every generation a certain propor­ 
tion who know ju st enough to doubt who will 
grow robust on this sort of pabulum , and who 
w ill make these wholesale denials the excuse 
and the basis of social insanities, of disrupt­ 
ing and disintegrating theories of domestic 
life. 
They w ill rush to all sorts of nnbeard 
of SKtrcmes, and, after painful parturition, 
give birth to m atrimonial and comm unal 
deform ities which a healthy political economy 
can never ad o p t 
B ut BO far as that religions faith is con­ 
cerned which has woven the marvellous fabric 
of history it remains and will rem ain undis- 
torbed. 
The pulpit of all lands will speak 
long after eternal silence shall be set as a seal 
on the bps of d o ubt 
Man’s consciousness of 
personal accountability is not an accretion 
w hich may be removed by the surgeon’s knife, 
but is as inseparable from bis nature as its 
perfum e is inseparable from the rose. 
A 
stotely ship on her voyage to distant lands 


m ay sometimes take (he top of a wava on 
board, but it does not follow thence th at the 
ocean is w inning the viotory. 
On the eon- 
trary sha is built with special reference to 
this probability, and like a giant dashes the 
large wavee aside and throogh clouds of foam 
and cataracts of spray drives on in gale and 
storm . Such is the religions faith of m ankind. 
Men have always believed in certain spiritual 
verities, and the probability is that they will 
oontinus to believe in them until the planet 
bursts, and Tyndall, Huxley, Mill and all the 
rest of us asoertaiu the truth or falsehood of 
our pet theoriee by actual vision. 


T it» BmmeUty hm xr. 
A petition, bearm g the names of a large 
num ber of our most em inent and influential 
citizens, has bean addressed to the Board of 
Police Com miasioners, calling their attention 
to “ the flagrant and increasing violations of 
the law of the Siate which prohibits theatrical 
and other enterU inm ents of the stage on 
Sundays,” and asking th at this law “ may be 
prom ptly and im partially enforced against all 
offenders.” 
U nder the statnte in question, 
passed in 1860, it is “not lawful to exhibit on 
the first day of the week, called Sunday, to. 
the publio in any building, garden, grounds, 
concert room, or other room or place, w ithin 
the city and county of New York, any inter­ 
lude, tragedy, comedy, opera, play, farce, 
negro minstrelsy, negro or other dancing or 
other entertainm ent of the stage, or any part 
or parts therein; or any equestrian, circus 
or dram atic performance, or any performance 
of jugglers, acrobats 
or rope dancing.” 
This law further provides that for the viola­ 
tion of it the offending party shall be held 
guilty o f a m isdemeanor, and, iu addition to 
the punishm ent therelor, shall be subject to a 
fine of five hundred dollars, which the Society 
for the Reform ation of Juvenile Delinquents 
are authorized to sue for and recover lor the 
use of said society; and any violation of this 
law forfeits the license of the building of every 
parly consenting to such violation. 
Such is the law relating to Sunday amuse­ 
m ents w ithin the oityand oou.:tyof New York. 
In practically becoming a dead letter—by con- 
sen io f the authorities charged with its enforce­ 
m ent—the idea seems to prevail that the law 
has lost its vitality. 
B ut this is a m istake; 
and now th at the Police Commissioners have 
been so forcibly rem inded of their duly in 
the 
prem ises 
the execution 
of 
the law 
m ay be looked for. 
The Police Commis­ 
sioners, however, say they are restrained by 
l e ^ injim ctions from taking action in m any 
cases; 
b ut this does n ot 
entirely relieve 
them of their duty. 
We either have laws or 
we have not, and there can be no choice for 
the authorities charged w ith enforcing them. 
Many of the acta passed at Albany seem to 
have been m ade expressly to be broken; but 
it m ust be rem em bered that when one law is 
habitually violated it brings the others into 
contem pt 
T his shows the evils of too m uch 
governm ent and the folly of legislative med­ 
dling; but these evils are not to be removed 
by insubordination. 
President G rant ex­ 
pressed the true policy in his first Message, 
when he said, 
“ All laws 
will 
be faith­ 
fully executed, 
whether they 
meet 
my 
approval or n o t 
Laws are to govern all 
alike—those 
opposed to as well as those 
in favor 
of them. 
I know no method 
to secure the repeal of bad or obnoxious laws 
so effective as their stringent execution.” 
No 
reasonable objection can be made to this argu­ 
m en t and we are glad to see am ong the sign­ 
ers to the petition the nam es of Lester WaU 
lack and Dion B oucicault 
T he opinions of 
these em inent representatives of the dram a 
upon the value of the law have been fully 
expressed in our columns, but they deserve all 
credit for urging its execution. 
L et ns have 
the law enforced strictly and the President’s 
policy carried o u t and then we shall be en­ 
abled to judge better of its effect upon the 
publio interests. 


Tteonclits o f the B cllgloos Press. 


A few of our excbauges keep up the changes 
on Mr. G ladstone’s attack on the Papacy. 
The Observer thinks he has proved very clearly 
that the infallibility dogma necessitates the 
claim of suprem e authority over the members 
of the Church of Rome, so th at if the will of 
the Pope conflicts with the will of the govem ­ 
m ent—that is, with the laws of the land—the 
Pope mnst be obeyed. 
A rchbishop M anning 
has tried to explain this away, b at the Observer 
believes he has lett it ju st where he found it, ot 
rather has made it worse. 
The Boston Pilot, 
quoting Mr. Gladstone’s assertion that the 
change in Catholic citizenship and loyalty dales 
to the decrees of the Vatican Council in July, 
1870, asks why he did not then speak out aud 
deliver himself of the great thought which 
struggled within him. 
He allowed tho.se 
years to pass away, and not only uttered no 
protest, but bore himself toward Catholics aud 
Catholicism w ith so much Irieudliness as to 
excite the rage and anger of English bigots 
against himself. 
The Pilot says that so long 
as Mr. Gladstone could obtain the Catholic 
vote he was the friend of Catholicity, but 
when he saw that his rival was winning popu­ 
larity by posing as the Protestant hero he un­ 
furled the “No Popery" flag. 
The Baptist 
Weekly thinks that it will require more than a 
mere denial of the charge of disloyalty to 
convince those familiar with Romanism that 
its adherents are not resting under presum p­ 
tive obligations to the Pope utterly incon­ 
sistent with true citizenship. 
The Pope, adds 
the Weekly, claims to be m ore than a prelate, 
and Romanism is not simply a religion. 
All 
civil government is held, by the decrees of the 
Vatican, to be subordinate to the authority of 
the Church, and the Weekly cites instances of 
the pretensions of the Pope to the exercise of 
this supreme authority. 
The Methodist is 
delighted because the ex-Prem ier of Eng- 
land 
has 
reiterated 
its 
own 
utterances 
regarding 
the 
Papacy in 
perhaps 
more 
forcible language than its own. 
It quotes 
from Lord Acton and Sir George Bowyer to 
show that they differ in their interpretation of 
the Vatican decrees from Archbishop Man­ 
ning. 
They discard the decrees that they 
may m aintain 
loyal 
citizenship, and the 
Metliodist thinks that this will lead to a division 
in the ranks of English Roman Catholics. 
The Cal/tolic Beview denies that “ Rome is re­ 
furbishing every rusty weapon of her ar­ 
m ory,” and adds that her weapons are work 
and prayer, which she never allows to grow 
rusty. 
She calls to-day to her service more 
w arnors tbau ever in the reform ation of the 
intem perate, in the relief of the em igrant 
and the travelling workingman, in the suste­ 
nance of orphan and Magdaleu asylums, in 


the ereatlon and support of em ploym ent 
agencies and of homes for the homeleos, and 
in the diotribution of CathoUo charities in • 
thousand ohannels. 
T h s Baptist Union disoourscs learnedly on 
rsvivals, which are usually in full blast about 
this seasou of the year.
